~One Hundred and Fifty Tnousend Britisa 
Troupe Heady for War with Russia— 
Other Wotes From the Soudan, 


Loxpox, March 3.—In the house of lords 
this afternoon, in answer to questions regpect- 
ing the position of the government on the 
Afghen frontier question, Earl Granville, sec- 
retery of state for the foreign affsirs, admitted 
that the Russian troops had been advancing 
in the disputed territory of Afghanistan, and 
when =. by England to withdraw 
from the advanced posts, they 
refused to retire. Sir Peter 
Lumsden hed advised the Afghans 
not to retire from before the Russian troops, 
but to dispute every inch of ground, and said 
thatthe British government would uphold 
them. When further pressed by the marqui 


of Salisbury, tory leader, Granville gaid that 
the latest reports received from Sir Peter 
Lumsden were that the Russian troops now 
occupied Tulfikar pass, about twenty 
miles south of Puli, Khatum,. a 
post of the Turkomans, were also 
stationed at Sulekheope, a few miles distant 
from Penjdeh. Lord Granville said that rep- 
resentations had been made to Russia, earn- 
estly pressing her to give stringent orders to 
her military commander to refrain from any 
forward moevment which would be likely to 
bring about a collision from the Russian and 
Afghan outposts. In reply to our remon- 
strances, continued Lord Granville, Russia 
declared, on Feruary 24, to withdraw her ad- 
vanced posts at Sareyaria and Tulfiker pass, 
but gave atsurance that the Russian oflicers 
head been ordered to carefully avoid 
conflicts with the Afghans, and that 
eomplications need be feared in event only 
of attacks being made by the Afghans upon 
the Russian posts. Sir Peter Lumsden has 
exerted hirnself to prevent collisions, and has 
advised the Afghans to maintain themselves 
at the poststhey now occupy. This advice 
has been approyed by her majesty’s govern- 
ment, and Sir Peter Lumsden has been in- 
etructed to urge the Afghans, at the sametime 
to refrain from advancing beyon:! their pres- 
ent position. Negotiations are now in progress 
between her mejesty’s government and Russia 
for a settlement ofthe difficulty.’’ 

Lord Salisbury asked whether the Russian 
outposts were within the boundary of Afghan- 
stan. : 

Fer] Kimberly, secretary of state 
for India, in reply, said that the ques- 
tion of the precise boundary of Afghanistan 
‘wes the subject of the present negotiations 
between.Russia and England. He had no 
hesitation in saying that England regards the 
Russian outposts as within the Afghan boun- 
dary, and that they form a considerable ad- 
yance in that direction. 

The marquis of Lathian asked if the whole 
question of peace or war between England and 
Russia, depend upon the chance of a squabble 
between Afghan and Russian outposts. 

Granville said that he must have notice of 
the question. 

The marquis thereupon gave notice that he 
would repeat the question. 

It is reported from Woolwich arsenal that in 
military circles it is understood that the gov- 
ernment has arranged to hold in readiness 
150,000 troops for service against Russia in 
Aighbenistan, England to depend for pro- 
tcotion upon the reserves.

A Profersor ina New York Seminary Killed

Herkimer, N. Y., March 3.—S8. Clark Smith, 
a popular profcssor in the Fairfield seminary, 
was shot end killed in Middleville by Dr. M. 
Richter, aGerman. The dc&tor’s wife left him 
some months ago because, as she says, the doc- 
tor attempted to poison her. Last week she 
sold her personal goods at the doctor’s house 
to Professor Smith who went there with 
a billot sale and demanded the property. The 
doctor refused to let the bed and bedding go, 
and Professor Smith went out after a constable. 
Wien they returned the doctor was very much 
excited, and told them if they took the goods 
they must take their ehances. They went up 
stairs, followed by the doctor, and, as they en- 
tered the room, he placed a pistol against 
Smith’s back and fired twice, killing him al- 
most instantly. The doctor is now in jail.

DIED A CONVICT. 


W. S. Poss, Once on the Police Force, Dies 
in Rising Fawn Convict Oamps.
